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powertul incentive to duty. One who has a 
tafte for contemplating the fimple and, com- 
paratively, innocent fcenes of childhood, and 
the gradual expanfions of the human mind; 
and, in the mean time, feels a lively interest 
for the general welfare of children, cannot 
fail, with competent learning, to make a ufe- 
ful inftru€tor. But no degrees of learning, 
in the mafter or the miftrefs of a fchool, can 
compenfate for a calloufnefs of heart and a 
morofenefs of temper. 

Impartiality is a primary qualification im 
the teachers and governors of fchools. It 
greatly behoves them to hold an even hand to- 
wards the children committed to their charge, 
without any favor or prejudice, artfing from 
the rank, circumftances, or chara€ters of their 
parentage. An impartial government of 
{choo!s, while it produces and cherifhes gen- 
eral good-will, affords an incentive to general 
induftry. Under the affurance that they 
will be noticed and rewarded according to 
their merits, a ufeful and laudable emulation 
But fa- 
voritifm or partiality befides begetting jea- 
loufy and hatred, as well toward the mafter 
as among themfelves, has a never failing ten- 
dency to quench the {parks of emulation and 
}to weaken the finews of induflry. The fa. 
vorite becomes remifs, from a confidence 
that he can win the prize, without being fore. 
moftin the race : and the others finding that 
merit is unrewarded, grow difcouraged, 
Wherever favoritifm is praéticed, ina family, 
in a {chool, or in a government, the effeéts 
are always pernicious. It brings into a€tion 
all the difcordant paflions of the human heart ; 
and, at the fame time, paralyfes every noble 
effort.

ON receiving your favour of Sept. 29, I 
did believe it would be in my power to an-

which you afked intormation. I knew in- 
deed that I had not made any particular mem- 
orandum of the fum which the C’de Vergen- 
nes fuppo‘ed a treaty with the Porte would 
coft; but I expeéed that I had mentioned it 
either in my [etter to Mr. Jay, on the fubjeé, 
or in that of Mr. Adams my colleague in the 
Barbary negociations. After a very long 
fearch yefterday | found both letters, but im 





neither have 1 fiated any particular fum. | 


They are of May 1786, and only fay gener- 
ally that in a converfation with the Ct. de 
Vergennes on the fubjett, he faid that « trea- 


ty with the porte would colt us @ great deal 


of money, as great prelents are expected at 
that court, and a great many claim them ; 
and that we fhould not buy a peace one pen- 
ny the cheaper at Algiers: that the Algerines 
did indeed acknowledge a certain dependence 
on the Porte, and availed themfelves of it 
whenever any thing was to be gained by it, 
‘but difregarded it when it fubjected them to 
any demand: and at Algiers there were but 
two agents, money and tear. ‘This is the 
flatement in thofe letters, and my memory 
«does not en:tble me to fix any particular fum 
as having been named by him; but only 
generally that it was very far beyond any 
thing then at our command. All who were 
members.of Congrefs in 1786. may be fup- 
poted to remember this information, and if 
it could be underftood to come to you 
through fome fuch channel, it would fave the 
‘public trom reading all the blackguardifm 
which would be vented on me were. I quoted 
not that this would weigh an atom with me, 
on any occafion where my avowal of cither 
fats or opinions would be of public ufe ; but 
whenever it will not, 1 then think it ufetulto 
keep myfelf out of the way of calumny. 

On the other point 1 can be more certain, 
Georgia, N. Carolina, Tenneflee, Kentucky, 
Virginia, Maryland and Pennfylvania, chofe 
their ele€tors by the people direétly. dn 
Malfachuletts the choice is firit by the people 
in diftrits. But if a candidate has not a 
majority of all the qualified voters of the 
diftriét, it devolves on the legithature to ap- 
point the ele&tor for that diftriét, befides, as 
they have but «4 diftri€ts (laid off for fome 
ftate purpofe ind are entitled to 16 cleftors, 
the legillature name the two extra ones in 
the firft inflance. Again if any of thole 
eleéted either by the people or legiflature 
die, or decline to aét, the refidue of the elec- 

tors fill up the vacancy themfelves. In this 
way the people in Maflachufetts chose 7 e- 
*le€tors on the lait occafion, and the legifla- 
tureg. In New:Hamp. Rhode-liland, Con- 
neéticut, Vermont, New-York, Jerfey, Del- 
aware and Sonth Carolina, the legiflature 
‘name eleftors. My intormation is good as 
‘to all thefe particulars except N. Hampfhire 
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‘and Conneféticut: and as to them I think I 

am right; but fpeaking only from memory 
it fhould be further afcertained before aflerted.
